Men of good will every where on earth 
are deeply troub led at the mounting evi­ 
dence that the Soviet Union has returned 
to the iron-fisted policies of Joseph Stalin. 
The Kremlin is b oth talking tougher and 
acting tougher. In executing Imre Nagy and 
other Hungarians, Nikita Khrushchev for 
the first time in his long climb to power 
crossed the “b lood line.” Heretofore he has 
avoided that tried and true Stalinist tech­ 
niq ue of enforcement. 
Russia has taken the cloak from its 
coarse gangsterism and allowed its well- 
coached b ullies to attack or demonstrate b e­ 
fore Western emb assies in “retaliation” for 
spontaneous reactions in other countries. 
It has thrown out stern threats in the 
Leb anon crisis, and warned Tito and any 
potential imitators that they who deviate 
from the Kremlin's line tread a perilous 
path. 
It has threatened to pull out of nuclear 
test b an talks planned for Geneva. 
In every medium, on almost every issue, 
Moscow shows its fist. Its smile, welcomed 
a few y ears b ack as a thaw is greeted in the 
Arctic, has faded. 
Why has this change come ab out? 
Speculation ranges widely. Khrushchev, 
sav some, is acting to consolidate his power. 
Others say he prefers a softer line b ut 
is a virtual captive of tougher men and 


must act in response to their wish or go 
down. 
Still other argue that b oth Russia and 
China, without for an instant y ielding their 
dreams of world conq uest, may have—for a 
time— genuinely emb raced a softer policy 
toward the West and within their own or­ 
b its. 
But they have learned, it is contended, 
that a little softness is a b ad thing for to­ 
talitarian dictatorship. Freedom is a conta­ 
gion which spreads q uickly . Given tolerance, 
it will in time undermine the ruler’s for­ 
tress. 
Mao in China may have realized this 
sooner than Khrushchev. No matter, for to­ 
day b oth have cut away the softness and 
stand b efore the world hard and uny ielding. 
If this is a valid interpretation of the 
ominous turn in Moscow and Pieping. it 
could stand as sob ering proof of an idea 
long held b y many free men: 
Ruthless suppression is inherent in to­ 
talitarian dictatorship, whatever its name. 
The dictator can permit no competitor, no 
rival idea, no offshoot, no thin ties of alle­ 
giance. His rule must b e ab solute and all- 
emb racing or in the end it will b e nothing. 
This could b e the deepest and most shat­ 
tering truth underly ing the change in the 
Kremlin. If it is. there is no cheer for any 
free man in knowing it.
